AND ALIENS. : 

There are two classes of persons now in 
this country who should be reminded, and 
that, too, in the most impressive form and 
manner, of their obligations to the laws and 
Government of the United States. There 
are persons, classes, organizations, and other 
combinations in Europe seeking social and 
political changes, and advocating political 
and social revolution of various kinds, With 
these efforts the American people as a whole 
sympathize so far as these proposed reforms 
are understood to mean the elevation. of man- 
kind and the promotion of human happiness 
by the enlargement Of human liberty. But 
American sympathy takes no part in murder, 
assasination, or any other cowardly device 
for the destrucuon of human life, or the de- 
struction of public or private property. The 
right of revolution is an essential doctrine, 
but murder and assasination are not less 
murder and assasination when committed 
under pretext of revolution. There are laws 
by which civilization controls the means 
through which revolution can be carried on, 
and under those laws murder and aséasina- 
tion are prohibited. At this time there are 
various persons engaged in revolutionary 
schemes in this country directed against 
Governments in foreign lands. These per- 
sons, even though under cover of the forms 
of citizenship, are no less criminal uader 
our laws. nga ä i 

One of these classes is behresented by the 
Nihilist Hartmann. who publicly boasts of his 
share in the firing of a mine under a railway 
train in Russia for the purpose of destroying 
the Emperor, but which in fact destroyed 
some other lives. This was murder,—bdrutal, 
cowardly murder, beyond the toleration of 
all civilized laws. 8 an, répresenting a 
class of aliens who have sought refuge in 
this country, is here engaged in the further- 
ance of other schemes ot murder,—not legiti- 
mate or open war, but for the overthrow of 
the Russian Government by the assasination 
of its officers. All such schemes are unlaw- 
ful; they are violations of the laws of the 
United States and of the laws of nations, 
and are abhorrent especially to the 
sentiments and feelings of the Amer- 
ican people. Men of this class can 
claim no fright of asylum. They are 
outlaws, and it is a perversion of fact and of 
terms to class the crimes of murder and as- 
sasination under the description of political 
offenses. These assasins are moral monstrosi- 
ties, who, their guilt being confessed, should 
be surrendered without objection to the Gov- 
ernment whose officers or subjects they have 
murdered. ° 

Another class is that which is implicated 
by the boastings and ravings of O' Donovan- 
Rossa and his cheap associates in the “ Na- 
tional Government“ of Ireland. This organ- 
ization, which professes to be engaged in 


| procuring the recognition of Irish national 


independence, has its civil, military, and 


‘naval governments in the United States, 


where it collects its entire revenue, All 
the members of the various branches of its 
service are professedly American citizens by 
naturalization. 

The British Government has, upon infor- 
mation received from this country, captured 
several barrels of infernal machines, charged 
with dynamite and arranged with machinery 
for exploding ships or buildings, or other 
means for the destruction of human life 
One eargo of this description it is now known 
was shipped from Boston for Liverpool, 
where it. was discovered. It is immaterial 
how this battery of explosives was to be 
used. Itis enough that it was intended to 
destroy public or private property and 
human life, directly or Indirectly. Whether 
these explosives were designed to blow up 
passenger vessels on the ocean or vessels of 
war, the cowardice of the would-be murder- 
ers and assasins is none the less infamous. 
The intention and the means to be employed 
to carry that intention into effect are self- 
evident. That no lives have been sacrificed 
by this means is due to the blundering of 
the agents, and not to any humane consider- 
ations on the part of the conspirators. 

All these proceedings are criminal to the 
utmost extent. It only needs the conviction 
of those engaged in the manufacture and 
shipment of the@ machines to stamp them 
as fit associates in crime with the Nihilists 
and other professed asasins. 

Both of these classes of criminals are sub- 
ject, or may be subjected, to the laws, not 
only of the United States, but of the country 
against whose Government their action is 
directed. The United States laws provide 
for various offenses. Thus, every citizen of 
the United States who accepts a commission 
to serve a foreign State or people in war 
against a State with which the United States 
is at peace, upon conviction shall be fined 
and imprisoned. Every person residing in 
the United States who shall enlist in foreign 
military service, or who fits out and arms, 
or is concerned therein, any vessel, that 
the same may be employed in the service of 


any foreign State against the subjects, eiti- 


zens, oF property of any foreign Prince or 
State with which the United States is at 
peace, shall be fined and imprisoned. Every 
person who within the territory or jurisdic- 
tion of the United States sets on foot any 
military enterprise against any foreign State 
with which the United States is at peace, 
shall be punished by fine and imprisonment. 

Another class of crimes is that where a 
person shall deliver on board any vessel em- 
ployed in the transportation of passengers 
nitro-glycerine, nitroleum, or blasting-oil, or 
Hitrated oil, or powder mixed with any such 
oll, or fibre saturated with any such sub- 
stance or article, shall be fined from $1,000 
to $10,000, When the death of any person is 
caused by the explosion of any quantity of 
either of such articles while the same is 
placed on such vessel, or while the same is 
transported, every person who aided or per- 
mitted the placing thereof on the vessel is 
declared guilty of manslaughter. Under 
these laws all these schemes carried on in 
this country against foreign nations are de- 
clared crimes against the United States, and 
may be punished here, 
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in abhorrence, and in any clear case of either 
crime, whether cp by a so-called and 
professing citizen or by an alien, public senti- 
ment will not hesitate to demand that he be 
surrenderéd to be tried and punished 
wherever the murder or assasination may be 
committed. This ia a land of freemen and a 
land of law. It is not an asylum for crimi 
nals, and especially of the cowardly class of 
murderers and assasins. 


SUMMER IN CHICAGO.

States which is not depleted in population, 
dull, vapid, and langyid this first of August 
morning, and that city is Chicago.

Lake Michigan. To the Southron enervated 
by the hot, sultry atmosphere of low lati- 
tudes, these cool breezes, redolent of vitali ty, 
impart new life and animation. As he in- 
hales them his eyes brighten, his nerves 
“stiffen up,” his relaxed muscles harden, 
and he views with rate satisfaction the field 
of his future summer triumphs in amuse- 
ment,—a city of half a million inhabitants, 
with magnificent hotels, theatres, music, and 
races, and an atmosphere which tempts the 
soul to indulgence in excesses. 

Under ordinary city conditions it is practi- 
cable to enjoy theatricals and music only in 
the winter season, Depressed by the heat of 
summer, the actor and the musician become 
languid, and consequently their perform- 
ances are vapid and uninteresting. Besides,

There 
is the ordinary hurry and bustle of ousiness 
in the spring, followed by the influx of a 
stranger transient population in summer 
seeking and finding amusement, which in 
turn is succeeded by the excitement of 
autumn traffic, and supplemented by the

THE NEW CHAMBER OF 1 
A bill in ensnoisy wea filed in the Superior 


Court Saturday afternoon in the name of | 
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ordinance. 

The palpable insufficleney of these reasons 
may be pointed out in very brief terms: 

1. It is evident that LaSalle street between 
Jackson and Van Buren is not indispensa- 
dle as a thoroughfare, because the northern 
extension of the street runs alongside of the 
Court-House and the southern end was ex- 
tended to the Michigan Southern Depot. 
Both La Salle street and Clark street will con- 
tinue to run alongside of the Court-House, 


the former to the southern limits of the city | 
and the latter as far south as Jackson, where 
saturn is made to Sherman street on one side 


and Pacific avenue on the other, both these 
streets being widened and made more avall- 
able by the vacating ordinance. As far as 
thoroughfares go, the city will be betfer 
supplied under the new arrangement than it 
was before. 

2. The order of the Council opening this 
block on La Salle street was the exercise of 
precisely thé saine power as the passage of 
tlie ordinance vacating it under the provis- 
ions of the law. The general law of the 
State for the vacation of streets, passed 
March 24. 1874. provides that no city shall 
have power to vacate or close any street or 
alley, or auy portion of the same, except upon 
a three-fourths majority of all the Aldermen 
of the city authorized by law to be elected; 
such vote to be taken by yeas and nays and 
recorded.” It further provides that when 
property is damaged by the vacation or clos- 
ing of any street or alley the same shall be 
ascertained and paid as provided by law. If 
the Council acted lawfully and properly in 
opening the biock in conformity with what 
appeared to be the public interest at that 
time, it was equally lawful and proper to va 
cate the street at a subsequent period to pro- 
mote public interesta. As tevany expendi- 
ture on this block by owners of adjoining 
property, it is sufficient to say that all the 
owners of all the property adjoining the 
street proposed to be vacated consented to 
the passage of the ordinance, and, as no pri- 
vate property is to be taken, the damages of 
the complainants are remote, and are not of 
a character to be ascertained under the law 
of eminent domain. 

3. Tun Trine is not informed as to the 
merits of the bribery charge, and the allega- 
tions on this point which Mr. Hesing’s bill 
sets forth are so vague and indeterminate 
that he has contributed tio information to 
the public or the Court which substantiates 
his charge. It isa fact, however, that the 
yote on the ordinance was 27 for and only 6 
against, and even if ten Aldermen were 
bribed, as Hesing charges, there would have 
still been a majority honestly in favor of it. 
Such a majority would not have been suf- 
ficient, under the law, to pass the ordinance; 
but it denotes that, admitting all the bribery 
that is charged, the force of public opinion 
and the sense of public interest had influ- 
enced a majority of the Council to favor the 
vacation. If it is Mr. Hesing’s desire to pun- 
ish corruption: in the Council, his proper 
procedure isto go before the Grand Jury 
with his evidence and have the guilty Alder- 
men, if any there be, indicted. An attempt 
to invalidate a law on a general aiiggation 
that its passage was procured by bribery will 
hardly hold water. 

The history of this whole affair is well 
known. The Board of T consisting of 
some 2,000 merchants, determ to remove 
to another location where they could have 
sufficient room to do business. The south 
end of LaSalle street was selected as the 
most available location for the new building. 
To secure the advantages of this site it was 
found necessary te vacate one block of La 
Salle street. The matter was publicly can- 
vassed for half a year. The owners of ad- 
joining property all favored the change. The 
general public approved the move. The only 
objectors were the owners of property in the 
vicinity of the present Chamber of Commerce 
and the owners of that building, whose mo- 
tives for objecting were obviously selfish. 
The ordinance was thoroughly eanvassed 
by the Council in Committee and in open 
session, and resulted in a vote of 27 for it and 
only 6 against it. This vote was taken June 
23, or considerably mor® than a month ago. 
The men who intend to build the new 
Chamber of Commerce have already taken 
possession of the vacated property. And at 
this late day Mr. Anthony C. Hesing, acting 
for himself and ostensibly representing no- 
body else, asks one of our Courts to rip up 
the whole proceeding! The public will re 
gard this demand as simply preposterous.

Hesing Tries Mis Hand at the Injunc- 
tien Business, Alleges $25,000 Werth 
of Bribery and Corruption in Connee- 
tion with the Vacation of La Salle 
Street, and Calls for an Investigation 
anda Halt—Items.
